CAPE CANAVERAL,  Fia. 
(AP)—The Air Force’ shot} 
a mouse into space Wednesday} 
night and hoped to bring it back 
alive after the first interconti- 
nental flight of a U.S. ballistic 
weapon. 

Fifteen minutes after a mighty 
Thor-Able rocket blasted out of 
a great pool of exhaust fire into} 
a starry night sky, the Air Force | 
sfid the two-stage vehicle ap-| 


peared to perform satisfactor- 
ily.” 
The mouse was in a secret, 


highly advanced nose cone of the 
rocket, which was aimed for a 
target area 6,000 miles down the 
South Atlantic test range, 

If the tiny rider survived the 
flight through the thin outer 
reaches of space and the red- 
hot plunge back into the earth's 
dense atmosphere, man _ will 
have taken another big step to- 
ward his own first venture to- 
ward the stars and planets. 

An attempt was to be made to 
recover the nose cone and its 
little passenger. 

Thor-Able is composed of a 
standard Thor missile topped by 
a radically modified second 
state of the Vanguard satellite 
rocket. 


So far, U.S. rocket experts 
have been unable to break 
through the intercontinental 


barrier with a ballistic 

A team of 
specialists was 
awaiting news of how the 
Mouse—nicknamed “Mia _ II” 
(for “mouse in able”)—fared 
during its 30-minute spin 
through space. 
> A mouse also was placed in 
the first Thor-Able, but died 
when the rocket was lost April 
23. The Air Force abandoned 
its search for the nose cone 
after telemetric contact was lost. 

The Air Force has announc- 
ed that mice and later monkeys 
will be included in each Thor- 
Able test. 

The fate of the animals will 
shed more light on the prob 
lems that face man before he 
rockets into space himself. 

Little official information was 
released on the firing because 
the project is bound by tight 
security measures. 

If Thor-Able behaved as ex- 
pected, the two stages fell away 
as their fuel burned out, while 
the nose cone continued its 
flight. On the return through 
earth’s confines, a parachute 
Was set to pop open. Thus the 
nose cone would’ be eased down 
gently. 

The cone also included special 
equipment to aid recovery 
operations. This gear included 
a radio transmitter to send. out 
signals to search units, a dye 
marker to pinpoint the mages 5 
a blinking light, shark rep 
lent and buoys to keep the nose 
cone afloat.

Donald Fieming said that it 
was Canada’s intention “that 
Canadian law, and Canadian 
law alone, is to prevail over 
persons or corporations carry- 
ing on business in Canada.” 


But the American spokesman, 
White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty, wouldn't 
comment on Fleming's state- 
ment. 


The agreement grew out of 
a two-hour meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon of Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles with 
four Canadian ministers, in- 
cluding Fleming and External 
Affairs Minister Sidney Smith. 


Canada has been selling non- 
strategic goods to Red China, 
but the United States has a 
complete embargo on trade with 
China. Resentment resulted in 
Canada recently when a US. 
auto manufacturer refused to 
permit its Canadian subsidiary 
to respond to an inquiry from 
Red China about buying 1,000 
cars. 


Wednesday's agreement was 
for the Canadian and U5. 
governments to consult on each 
individual case in the future. 

Eisenhower and Diefenbaker 
also agreed that their countries 
would work closely together on 
control systems to safeguard 
against surprise attack, parti- 
cularly across the Arctic gone.

WASHINGTON | (UPI) — The 
House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee approved a 
bill Wednesday which would 
have the effect of placing an 
embargo on imports into the 
United States of salmon caught 
by Japan, 

The bill would make it illegal 
to import or distribute salmon 
taken by the nationals of any 
country Which permitg fishing 
by gill nets on the high seas at 
times and places where there oc- 
cur large quantities of immature 
salmon of north American ori- 
gin. 

Committee sources “explained 
that North American—U.S, and 
Canadian—conservation methods 
prohibit the use of small mesh 


gill nets on the high seas to pro- 
tect immature salmon, 
Japan, however, uses such 


nets and so far all attempts to 
reach an agreement with the 
Japanese on the subject “have 
failed. 

The sources explained that 
passage of the bill approved 
Wednesday would, at least, have 
the effect of denying the Amer. 
ican market to the Japanese in 
the hope this may discourage 
the Japanese from overfishing 
the salmon runs. 


Regretted Here 


Hideo Okuhara, director - of 
the Fishery Agency, expressed 
regret yesterday that the U.S. 
House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee had ap- 
proved a bill aimed at banning 
the import of Japanese salmon.

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Trips Abroad 


It strikes us as strange that no sooner does a Diet ses- 
sion come to a close than a number of Cabinet Ministers 
begin planning trips overseas. 

Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi is believed to have a 
plan to go to Latin America thisefall—probably in November. 
The proposed tour may include a brief stay in Washington 
for talks with U.S. Administration leaders if they are avail- 
able to see him then, Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama, 
too, is talking of meetings with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles in Washington before the United Nations 
General Assembly convenes in New York in September. 

Finance Minister Eisaku Sato, who is expected to attend 
the general meeting of the International Monetary Fund 
to be held in New Delhi in October, will also visit the 
capital of the United States for talks on economic issues 
pending between that country and Japan. State Minister 
Hayato Ikeda may possibly accompany him.* And there 
are reports, further, that former Finance Minister Hisato 
Ichimada will visit the same country in the capacity of 
Mr. Kishi’s special envoy for preparatory talks with U.S. 
Government officials and leading financiers before the Prime 
Minister arrives there. 

As one wag comments, the Diet gives the Cabinet Min- 
isters such a rough time that very likely they regard a 
trip abroad with the same feeling that the soldiers from 
the Korean front used to have for a trip’of recreation to 
Japan, 

But joking aside, the Cabinet cayage a must needs 
be reminded of the fact that there afe a host of very im- 
portant problems—domestic and foreign—which urgently 
require the attention of the Government. Our leaders have 
fot necessarily been of one mind even in negotiations With 
other nations—with Red China for instance. 

If they intend to leave Japan now in spite of all 
these pressing problems, the need must be urgent indeed, 
and there should be no reason why it is difficult for them 
to present a case which will convince the people that 
their trips are justified in every respect. 

It is a matter for regret, however, that so far Mr. Kishi 
and his Cabinet Ministers have failed to do anything in 
this line. They have failed to make the least effort to 
persuade the people that negotiations with the countries 
they intend to visit—either in Tokyo or through our en- 
voys in the capitals of these countries—have now reached 
& stage where discussions need to be moved to the top 
level for solution. 

if they really have legitimate and pressing reasons 
for going abroad at this mome nt, they should first state 
them in crystal clear terms so that such reasons can be 
fully understood even by thoge who have the simplest 
mind. Otherwise, we would rdbger have them stay home 
and tend to more pressing problems here. 


The Japanese have an unfortunate word for such trips, 
calling them in all seriousness “gaiyu,” which conveys a 
second meaning “pleasure trips abroad.” It iseto be hoped 
in real earnest that our Cabinet Ministers will not seek to 
make oreign tour without a fixed purpose or which 
is not ently necessary, lest it should after all prove 
to be a pleasure trip abroad at the expense of the State. 


Unionist Oppression 

A coal miners’ union in Hokkaido has expelled 10 of 
its members for voting “wrong” in an election for mayor 
of the city Akan. We do not dispute the union’s privilege 
to decide what it considers right or wrong, the same as 
any individual may hold whatever opinion he wishes. But 
action is different from opinion, and what the union has 
done here is definitely wrong. 

The reason, simply, is that by expelling these men from 
membership in the body, the union is depriving them of 
their jobs. Since the labor organization holds a closed 
shop contract with the management of the mine, expulsion 
from the union automatically means being taken off the 
payroll. 

This may be taken as an occasion by some persons to 
argue against the closed shop principle. As a result of 
that, here we see an organization exercising economic 
life-or<ieath control over a group of men—its own mem- 
bers, to be sure, but they have to be members in order 
to work. 

An employer in this enlightened age does not have 
such control. To fire someone he myst give good cause 


relative to the employe’s usefulnefS—that is, either his 
performance is not good enough or the work is too slack 
to keep him on. The 10 coal miners, however, are being 
fired for something that has nothing whatsoever to do 
with their employment. 


The fact is by enjoying the privilege of a closed shop, 
the union must circumscribe its authority. If there were 
no closed shop in this case, the expulsion action might be 
freely taken. 

In any event, the case against the union is so obvious 
that it should be expected to reverse itself after second 
thought—before the issue is taken to the courts and tried 
as a violation of civil liberties. 

What this incident brings up in the larger sense is 
the misguided policy that is so characteristic of Japanese 
labor. We do not deny labor’s invested interest in poli- 
tical matters.. But. it must submit to the same restrictions 
on political action that everyone is subject to under the 
laws of the land—in this case, interferencé with the in- 
dividual’s exercise of his own conscience at the polls. 


What USSR Economy Faces 


U.N. Survey Analyzes Difficulties and A Adjustments to Be Made 


Representatives ofethe Soviet 
Union and seyen East European 
Nations which comprise the 
Council for Mutual Economic 
Aid opened a four-day confer- 
ence in Moscgw May 20 to dis- 
cuss ways of promoting eco 
nomic cooperation inside the 
Communist bloc. 

The conference was also at- 
tended, in the capacity of obser- 
vers, by representatives of the 
Communist parties of Commu- 
nist China, North Korea, Outer 
Mongolia and North Vietnam. 

Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev for his part stressed the 
possibility of expanding U5. 
Soviet trade in a letter to US 
President Dwight D. Fis enhower 
on June 3. He stated in the 
jetter that the Soviet Union was 
ready to buy billions of dollars 
worth of capital goods from the 
United States in the coming 
several years. 

The Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist Party has re- 
organized the MTS and decided 
on June 18 to suspend compul- 


sory déivery of products by 
the kolhoz. 
This series of developments 


reveals an inescapable trend in- 
side the Communist economy to 
revolve around the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet Union and its satei- 
lite nations must solve many 
challenging economic problems 
if they are to impress upon the 
world that their economic set- 
up is superior to capitalism just 
as they proved their military 
capabilities with the Sputnik 
last auturnn. 


Must Bolster Economy 

The need to bolster the unity 
of the Soviet bloc for that pur- 
pose obviously triggered the re- 
cent series of developments. 

According to a communique 
issued after the ecanomic coun- 
cil meeting in Moscow, the con- 
ference discussed the “problems 
of further development of eco- 
nomic cooperation between 5So- 
cialist countries based on the 
principles of consistent realiza- 
tion of international Socialist 
division of labor, rational spe- 
cialization and production pre- 
paration.” 

The Soviet Union apparently 
believes that the key to solution 
of its economic problems would 
be to establish a political and 
economic setup that would 
make it possible to coordinate 
the resources and manpower of 
the Soviet bloc and to utilize 
them in a most rational way. 

What then are the economic 
problems of the Soviet Union? 
“The United Nations Economic 
Survey of Europe in 1957,” pre- 

ared by the Research and 

lanning Division of the U.N. 
Economic Commission for Eu- 
rope and released in March, 
comtains some very interesting 
analyses. Excerpts from the 
document are reproduced here 
because of the usual reliability 
of this survey. 

Shortage of manpower is ob- 
viously a major deterrent to the 
development of Soviet economy. 
The survey says in this regard: 

Labor Shortage 

“The slowing down of the 
rate of growth of the active 
population, combined with the 
appearance of obstacles to 
further transfers from agricul- 
ture, has led, at least tempo- 
rarily, to a situation unusual in 
the Soviet Union, in which the 
size of the available labor force 
becomes a factor limiting the 
rate of the growth of economy. 

“This is one reason why the 
original directives of the sixth 
Five-Year Plan envisaged the 
expansion of gross industrial 
output by only 65 per cent, as 
compared with the 85 per cent 
increase over the years 1951 to 
1955, and why improvements in 
labor productivity were expect- 
ed to contribute as much as 85 
per cent of the total expansion 
of output between 1956 and 1960 
as compared with only about 
two-thirds over the preceding 
quinquennium. 

“It has been the usual experi- 
ence in the past to see employ- 
ment plans in the industry ex 
ceeded, with productivity plans 
falling short of expectations; 
but in present conditions, it is 
doubtful - whether unforeseen 
expansion of employment can 
occur on a similar scale. The

placement of obsolete equip- 
ment. 


“In line with this attitude, 
the ‘stakhanovite’ and ‘shock- 
worker” movement have been 
receding into the background, 
and prominence has recently 
given to ‘innovators’—workers 
and technicians who suggest a 
better organization of work or 
design better tools for it.” 

Redistribution Vital 

The survey says that with 
productivity” (in agriculture) 
rising slowly from its present 
low levels, it may not be pos- 
sible to attain the new targets 
for farm 


output without at 
least the present total labor 
force. It thus points out that 


it would be difficult for the So- 
viet Union to recruit the labor 
force from the farms. 


The survey also notes that 
the noticeable narrowing in re- 
cent years between the living 
standards in the cities and 
farming villages was prevent- 
ing the farming population from 
seeking better luck in the 
cities, 

However, the survey stresses 
the need of a geographical re- 
distribution of labor force. 

it says, “While the problems 
arising from the marked fall in 
the rate of growth of the over- 
all labor supply are of a more 
or less temporary character— 
since the population is growing 
fast and the traditional flow of 
workers from the farms to-in- 
dustry should be at least partly 
restored in the not too distant 
future—the need for a geo 
graphical redistribution of both 
industrial and farm labor gives 
xise to more fundamental diffi- 
culties. 


“It is fairly clear that the 
maintenance of the rate of 
growth of the Soviet economy 
on a scale approaching that of 
the past depends upon the rapid 
development of the Asiatic re- 
gions. 

Huge New Demands 


“By 1960 they were to pro 
duce more coal and sinelt more 
iron than the whole Soviet eco 
nomy in 1950, and consume 
more electric wer and cement 
than the whole of the country 
in 1954. 

“Industrial production in 
western Siberia was to rise to 
more than double the 1955 level 
and that of eastern Siberia to 
increase by 134 per cent, while 
the national index was to in 
crease by only 65 per cent. 

“By 1960 the grain output of 
the Ural region, Siberia and 


‘Kazakhstan was to be double 


that of the Ukraine. 


“Such a rate of expansion will 
require large inputs of labor 
for which. virtually no local re 
sources exist.” 


After pointing out that much 
depended on the ploneering 
spirit of the younger generation 
in meeting such a huge demand, 
the survey added, however: 

“Economic plans built solely 
on pioneering enthusiasm may 
easily go wrong, even when re- 
inforced by positive incentives 
and by the fact that more at- 
tractive towns in the west of 
the country are closed to new 
settlers.” 


It is SR see the fol- 
lowing remarks in the survey 
against the background of the 
recent reduction in the man 
power of the Soviet armed 
forces. 

Energy Deficient 


It said, “it is an inescapable 
conclusion that virtually the 
only source which could still 
be tapped to augment civilian 
employment is the armed forces, 
thougé#a decision to do so could 
hardly be taken on grounds of 
economic exigency alone.” 

There is good reason to think 
that Soviet leaders feel strongly 
the need of redistribution of the 
labor foree, especially skilled 
labor, among East European 
countries including herself. 

The current labor situation in 
East European countries is such 
that acute shortages of labor 
exist in East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia, while unem- 
ployment prevalent in Al- 
hania, Poland, Romania, Bul- 
garia and Hungary. 

Another equally urgent prob- 
lem facing the Soviet economy

is the shortage of industrial 
energy. The future growth of 
the Socialist economy depends 


much on how energy problems, 
including that of atomic energy 


generation, are solved, 
On this point, the survey 
noted, “The major threat to in- 


dustrial expansion, in the Soviet 
Union as in eastern Europe, con- 
tinues to be shortage of energy. 

“The energy surplus of the six 
eastern European countries 
group has been melting away 
throughout the current decade, 
but in 1955 it still amounted to 
about the equivalent of 20 mil- 
lion tons of hard coal, 

“Hv 1957, howevers this sur- 
plus was only 7 million tons, and 
total consumption in that year 
for eastern ‘Evrepe as a whole 
by €© per cent (in terms of hard-

coal equivalent) whereas out- 
put rose hy 2 per cent. 
“rhe difference was almost 


wholly met by imports from 
the Soviet Union to the energy- 
deficient economies and by a 
reduction in exports from en- 
ervy-surplus, economies, 

“Another hottleneck, in both 
the eastern European countries 
and the Soviet Unicn, is elec- 
trie generating capacity. In ail 
these countries the growth of 
electric power production has 
in recent years considerably 
exceeded the expansion of gen- 
erating capacity. 

Meanwhile, Khrushchev early 
in May made public a seven- 
year synthetic industry develop- 
ment program. A Reuters dis- 
patch from Moscow played up 
this ambitious scheme as fol- 
lows: “ 

Consumer Goods 


“The Soviet Union's plan to 
create a giant synthetics indus- 
try in the mext seven years is 
part of a revolution in living 
which N. Khrushchev is bring- 
ing to Russia’s 200 million peo- 
ple. 

“The Soviet Union’s broad 
base of heavy industry has been 
bullt up at the expense of con- 
sumer goods, with the result 
that the Russian home lacks the 
seores Of plastic articles taken 
for granted in the West... 
The chemical fiber shirt, crepe 
soled shoes and synthetic furs 
will change the face of Russia 
more completely than anything 
since 1917, as far as the casual 
visitor is concerned.: 


“The average Moscovite ap- 
pears to have plenty of spare 
rubles in his pocket just waiting 
to be spent and the new 

hrushchev drive aims at satis- 
ying this. mounting pressure 
for jam and bread.” 


As indicated above, whether 
a sufficient amount of consumer 
goods can be supplied in pro- 
portion to the increasing income 
of individuals or not, it is be- 
lieved, will be an important is- 
sue not only for econoniic 
balances within the Soviet orbit 
but also for stability of various 
Communist regimes in the coun- 
tries of the orbit. 


The U.N. survey pointed out 
that “though per capita supplies 
everywhere are relatively still 
small, engineering plants 
Soviet Union and eastern Europe 
have since 1955 rapidly increas- 
ed their output of certain con- 
sumers’ durable goods.” 


It continued: “The increments 
in personal money incomes in 
1957 to which most govern- 
ments in eastern Europe and 
the Soviet Union were pledged 
by the beginning of the year 
were generally considerably 
greater than those conceded in 
preceding year. 


Rise in Incomes 


“Increases in wage bills in 
the Socialist sector (usually 
concentrated on the basi¢ in- 
dustries), higher pensions and 
social benefits and increases in 
farm prices and deliveries all 
contributed in most countries 
to the planned rise in total in- 
comes, which ranged from be 
tween 8 and 9 per cent in east- 
ern Germany and probably the 
Soviet Union to some 12 or i3 
per cent in Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and Romania and as 
much as 20 per cent in Hutin- 
wary...» 


“In all countries the actual 
increases in incomes have been 
large enough to produce pres- 
sures on the consumers’ goods 
market, which have been most 
acute in easternqGermany, Hun- 
gary and Poland. the iast two 
countries large increases in im- 
ports, leading to heavy balance- 
of-payments deficits, heiped to 
meet the rise in domestic de 


mand; and in eastern Germany 
the October currency reform, 
though undoubtedly aimed 


mainly at the elimination of 
the cash holdings which were 
financing smuggling between 
eastern and western Germany, 
also achieved some reductions in 
other cash hoards.”
